owner is almost convinced that we would be doing him 
a favor to take the coin off his hands, 

it was pretty generally agreed that the three grades 
Uncirculated, Fine and Good were standard, however the 
ones between Unc, and Fine and those between Fine and 
Good are not always the same, 


Paul, Hamm gave a bricf talk on the grades of the 
buffalo nickel from Proof down to Good, The first 


grade of proof isn't hard to detect because of its 
mirror-like surface as made by the mint, The first 
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sign of wear is to be found on the horn and tail on | 
the reverse and on the word liberty on the obverse — 
end as the wear increases on these points, the grade 

of the coin went down, - 


Our auction was conducted by our new auction chair-— 
man, Don McAlexander, and the auctioneer was Dr, 
Wallace, We had a very large amount of items to be 
auctioned, 67 lots in fact. Don and Doc, ran them 
off with expediency.

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Along with the Numismatist we received the new men- 
bership directory and by-laws this month, Every 
state in the Union ond 48 foreign countries have mem— 
bers listed, The total number of members was not 
given, however, I got interested in a few statistics 
which I will pass along for what they are worth, Chi- 
cago has the greatest number of members listed of any 
city with 401. New York is second with 315. los 
Angeles seems to be next with 186 followed by San 
Francisco and Brooklyn with 144 and 142, San Diego 
was listed as having 72 members. These figures are 
only for the metropolitan areas. If the suburbs were 
added it would make several more in each city. 


California has the greatest number of members of any 
state, Ten and one half pages were required to list 
them, New York had the next greatest number — nine 
pages. In third place was Ohio with six and one 
half pages and also the state of Illinois with the 
same: amount of pages, 


In all it took 166 pages to list the entire member- 
ship of the United States and as each page averaged 
about 70 names I assume we have a membership of about 
12,000. If we estimate about half of the collectors 
belong to the A.N.A., then we have something like 
25,000 coin collectors in the United States. 


If this is someplace near the correct number than any 
of you who have a coin with a lesser coinage than 
25,000 you can say you have a rare coin, as it obvi- 
ously impossible for every collector to have one. 
Take the 1936 proof set for instance, with a total of 
4130 sets minted, it would be possible for only one 
out of every cight collectors to own one, Or take 
the commemoratives, a great many of them have less 
than 10,000 in existance. Of course, there are a 
great many more that could be listed with o very small 
mintage and one of these, of course, couldn't be in 

| every collection. Don't give up, someone might decide 
ee rid of that one coin you have been trying to

The number 
coined didn't always determine the scarcity as shown 
with the 1914-D of which over a million were coined 
and yet sclls for more than the 1909-S VDB with half 
that many coined, He pointed out that in determining 
the scarcity of uncirculated cents one chart would 


have to be used while another would be used for those 
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‘in -circulation. 


Dr, Bruce L, Wallace, one of the founders of our club 
back in 1937, was honored at our meeting by none 

other than the American Numismatic Association, He 

was presented a medal through their immediate past 
president, Leonel ©, Panosh, for 25 years membership 
in the A.N.A. I believe that this is the first time 
one of our members has had this honor, Congratulations 
Dr, Wallace.
